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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  3REEDIIIG  CATTLE,  I966 

U.  S.  exports  of  dairy  breeding  cattle  in  1966,  based  on  official 
veterinary  certificates  for  export,  were  again  at  an  alltijne  high,  both 
numerically  and  in  dollar  value.    Numerically,  23,515  head  were  exported 
to  3^  countries.    This  number  exceeds  the  previous  record  by  6  percent. 
The  exports  of  U.  S.  dairy  cattle  have  increased  an  average  of  25 
percent  per  year  during  the  nine  years  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
has  been  engaged  in  export  promotion.    In  1958 ^  dairy  cattle  exports 
were  only  7 ,ld'^  head  compared  witti  23,515  head  in  1966.     (Exports  of 
baby  calves  are  not  included  in  this  f ig\ire . ) 

Mexico  maintained  first  place  as  an  importer  of  U.  S.  dairy  cattle, 
taking  12,076  head.    This  was  an  alltime  high  for  Mexico,  up  from 
10,Uo8  head  in  1965.    Italy,  for  the  second  straight  year  was  second  in 
number  of  dairy  animals  imported  from  the  United  States  with  3^572  head. 
This  was  down  slightly  from  the  3,805  head  purchased  in  19^5^  but  the 
dollar  volume  was  up  considerably  due  to  the  higher  prices  resulting 
from  improvement  in  the  quality  of  animals  imported.    Peru  climbed  from 
fifth  place  to  third  place  by  virtue  of  its  purchases  of  1,^03  head 
(up  from  634  in  1965);    Canada  was  fourth  with  1,375  head  (up  slightly 
from  1965)  while  Venezuela  slipped  to  sixth  place , following  Jamaica. 

Meirket  development  work  by  FAS  and  its  cooperators  resulted  in  Italy's 
maintaining  its  surprising  position  as  our  No.  2  market  for  dairy 
cattle.    The  Verona  Fair  in  March  at  Verona,  Italy  proved  that  the 
interest  in  U.  S.  Holsteins  is  even  greater  now  than  at  any  time  in  the 
past  two  years . 

Both  Peru  and  Jamaica  have  shown  surprising  expansion  of  their  imports. 

Exports  of  dairy  cattle  outside  the  Western  Hemisphere  fell  slightly 
(by  60  head),  but  their  percentage  weis  20  percent  of  total  sales. 


Belov  is  an  export  summary  from  I962  through  1966.    As  indicated  in  this 
summary,  exports  of  Holsteins  set  another  alltime  record  for  the  period 
since  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricultiire  has  been  reporting  separately 
the  figures  for  "beef  and  dairy  breeding  cattle.
